The Bucks 
County Commis 
sioners turned a deaf ear today 
to an appeal to Bucks County 
Park Board m em ber Burt B ar 
shay of Levittown to reconsider 
purchasing eight acres of park 
land for $57,000. 


Commissioners E d w a r J B. 
Boyer and John J. Bodley said 
the m atter is settled. 


On Tuesday the board declined 
to condemn eight acres of land 
located at Mill Creek Parkway 
and Green Lane, Bristol Town­ 
ship, 
owned 
by Joseph 
Ros- 
owsky. 


They notified Rosowsky’s at­ 
torney that Rosowsky could sell 
the land on the “open m arket” 
without any fear of their con­ 
demning it. Park Board Director 
Robert W. Pierson, who urged 
the board to buy the land, left 
the meeting in a huff. 
‘Won’t Give Up’ 
“I’m not going to give up,” 
Pierson said. 


Bodley, 
today 
said, 
it was 
Pierson who prompted Barshay 
o make the request. 
“ I know how Pierson works,” 
Bodley said. 


Bodley said he opposed pur­ 
chasing the land because it is 
located north of Green Lane and 
because of ‘‘its high cost.” ‘‘I 
don’t think it is practical for a 
major highway like Green Lane 
to divide a park,” Bodley said. 
Pierson wanted to incorporate 
the land into Mill Creek Valley 
Park.' 


LONDON (L P D —Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan 
resigned today and Queen 
E l i z a b e t h 
immediate­ 
ly named Foreign Secre­ 
tary Lord Home to replace 
him and try to form a new 
government. 


Home’s selection appeared to 
be the result of a compromise 
because bitterly fighting Con­ 
servative party laders apparent­ 
ly were unable to choose be­ 
tween Deputy Prim e Minister 
R A. (Rah- Butler and Science 
Minister Lord Hailsham. 
The quick series of events to­ 
day ended eight days of bat­ 
tling within the party ranks. But 
it remained to be seen 
how 
deep the disaffection remained 
against Home as he sought to 
form a government. 
First Macmillan sent his pri­ 
vate secretary to Buckingham 
Palace 
with 
his 
resignation. 
Then the Queen paid the ailing 
Macmillan a farewell visit at 
King 
Edward 
VII 
hospital 
where he is recuperating from 
a prostate gland operation. 
Queen Summons Home 
Next, the Queen 
summoned 
Lord 
Home 
to 
the 
palace. 
Shortly after he left, the palace 
£ issued 
a 
brief 
announcement 
saying? 
“The queen has received the 
Earl of Home in audience and 
invited him to form an adm in­ 
istration.” 
Most 
Conservative 
leaders,1 
withheld 
immediate 
comment 
on Lord Home's selection. But a 
few were critical. One, Sir G er­ 
ald Nabarro, a strong supporter 
of Lord Hailsham, was bitter. 
However, 
Conservative 
M.P. 
Nigel Birch said Home “ is ab- 
soutely the best man for the 
job.” 
George Brown, deputy leader 
of the Labor party, was caus­ 
tic. 
“ My first reflection is for our 
poor country,” he said. “ What 
have we done that such a pen­ 
ance should be demanded of 
us?” 
In choosing Home as the next 
prime minister, the Queen ob­ 
viously 
followed 
Macmillan’s 
advice from the sickbed where 
he is recovering from a pros­ 
trate gland operation. 
The next step for Home is to 
run in a special by-election in 
a “ safe’’ district for a seat in 
the House of Commons, then re­ 
nounce his ancient title. 
In the meantime, he would 
have to run the government 
from the House of Lords. He 
is the first peer to hold the 
prime ministership since Lord 
Salisbury in 1895.

Tax Relief 


Bristol 
Township’s 
tax-bur­ 
dened school district could get 
tax relief under the sta te’s new 
Reorganization Act 299. 


Dr. George Raab, county su ­ 
perintendent, told the township 
school board the district would 
receive an 
additional 
$261,072 
in state aid when the bill goes 
into effect July I, 1966. 


R a a b based his forecast on 
today’s school enrollment of 12,- 
426 students — 6,866 
elem en­ 
tary and 5,560 secondary. With 
the district’s enrollment expect­ 
ed to increase by another 1,000 
by 1966, this would mean addi­ 
tional state aid would also rise. 


The 
additional 
state 
reim ­ 
bursement would be equivalent 
to approxim ately five mills in 
real estate taxes. The township 
school district has a 74-mill tax 
rate. 
Not Automatic 


While 
any 
additional 
state 
aid would be reflected in B ris­ 
tol Township’s 
school 
budget, 
any tax reduction would have 
to be enacted by the nine-mcm- 
ber school board. A 
boost in 
state aid would not autom atic­ 
ally create any 
reduction 
or 
saving to the taxpayer. 
Under the new reorganization 
act, which could be put into ef­ 
fect by Bristol 
Township 
as 
early as July I, 1964, the $261,072 
additional state aid would 
be 
based on $800 per teaching unit. 
There are 466.2 teaching units 
in the township. A teaching unit 
is 22 pupils on the secondary 
level and 30 on the elementary. 
While many school 
districts 
in Bucks County would undergo 
m ajor changes when 
Act 299 
takes effect, Bristol Township 
will 
remain 
the 
sam e. 
The 
township district is 
the 
only 
second class school district in 
in 
the 
county. 
Its 
nine-mem­ 
ber board 
would 
be 
elected 
under the sam e procedure as 
today with three directors elect­ 
ed every odd year. 


Jointure Change 


The only change B r i s t o l 
Township would realize under 
Act 299 would come about if 
the district
